Johnston is vice-president, Wes 
Fulton, secretary and the execu¬ 
tive remains the same.

One of the guest speakers, R. H. 
McKay of the Canadian Wildlife 
Service, briefly reviewed his work 
and the history of his branch. 
Starting in 1917 when the Migra¬ 
tory Game Act was passed, with 
one man covering Canada, the ser¬ 
vice now has 20 men in the field, 
two of whom are in Alberta. They 
investigate sanctuaries, band geese 
and provide co-operation with the 
U.S. in research on the migratory 
habits and conservation of game 
birds. 

George Mitchell of the Depart¬ 
ment of Lands and Forests spoke 
of his work which takes him 
through the south half of the pro¬ 
vince. He commented on the com¬ 
ing of game birds with the influx 
of farmers in early years and 
traced the development of pheas¬ 
ant and partrige particularly to 
the present and said while his 
branch is experimenting with new 
game birds such a chukhar part¬ 
rige, they feel a big aim Is to im¬ 
prove the species which are .now in 
good numbers and able to survive. 

Chukhar s were tried in Brooks 
in 1952 but it is feared they may 
not survive, due to their inability 
to withstand our winters.

Golf Club Finances Good; 


Plan Course 

Golfing got its 1960 start on 
Wednesday night, Jan. 27, when 
about 40 Golf and Country Club 
members gathered at the club 
house to check the finances, plan 
this year's growth and re-elect Ron 
Beuhler as president for another 
term. 

Of concern to some was the vote 
on 1960 rates which went in favor 
of no direct increase this year. 

Ron Beuhler’s name was the 
only one called for the presidency, 
and the thought was expressed 
Horn the floor that "after three 
years of devotion and work in the 
building of the club, he should reap 
the benefit this year, of an organ¬ 
ization well on its feet.” 

With the president is the follow¬ 
ing slate of officers: 1st vice- 
president, John Jamison; 2nd vice- 
president, Ray Wellman; secre¬ 
tary, Charlie Fulton; treasurer, 
Doug Paris. 

The club executive is made up 
of Bev Banks, Harris Matlock and 
Harold Boutland. 

Committee chairmen were to be 
elected at first executive meeting. 

In committee reports, Ray Well¬ 
man of the tournament body felt 
that golfing’s growing popularity 
would be reflected locally and look¬ 
ed for an increased participation 
and standard in this season’s 
tournaments. 

Entertainment - wise, Bev Banks 
reported seven parties held in 1959 
while Veda Boutland of the Ladies’ 
Club gave a report of their activi¬ 
ties. By the way of raffles, Sun¬ 
day breakfasts, luncheons, baseball 
pools and through other means, a 
tidy sum was turned into the 
Country Club's coffers last year. 
Mrs. Bob Willard will be handling 
the feminine side for 1960. 

John Jamison’s financial report 
gave the total assets of the club 
at $24,473.55. Of this figure there 
is the club house valued at 
$17,994.81, before the depreciation 
reserve. Furniture and fixtures arc 
$2,542.41 and ground improve¬ 
ments (since club's inception) 
amount to $3,818.42. 

Of the $20,000 authorized liability 
of club debentures, $7,700 is on 
hand and could yet be used, leav¬ 
ing $12,300 worth issued to mem¬ 
bers. 

Bob Willard gave promise of a 
tougher course this year with news 
from the grounds committee that 
sand traps are on the agenda. 

Also a proposed rain shelter to 
be built at the far end of the 
course will be investigated. 

Two pet objectives still appear 
to be in the sometime-future so 
far as anything more than hope¬ 
ful discussion is concerned. A 
sprinkling system for the course 
and grass greens — the two finish- 
touches to the grounds are still 
priced out of existence so this mat¬ 
ter once again is just at the dis¬ 
cussion stage. 

On the question of this year's 
rates it was agreed that the 10% 
discount on club dues to those 
holding debentures be dropped. 
This discount was originally offer¬ 
ed as an inducement to promote 
sale of debentures but with only 
10 debentures remaining to be sold, 
it was felt its purpose had been 
served. The argument for holding 
this year’s rates at 1959 level was 
that there is evidence many new 
members will join in the spring to 
increase revenue and that because 
a good percentage of present mem¬ 
bership are one or two-year 
golfers, another year should pass 
before upping the rates, vlso it was 
hoped that fewer heavy expendi-

tures would be necessary this year. 

Presently the schedules are; local 
residents (whose post office box is 
Vulcan, Ensign or Kirkcaldy) are; 
men, $25; ladies, $15; family, $40; 
social members, $10; junior mem¬ 
bers, $5. 

Non-resident rates are; men, 
$15; ladies, $10; social, $10; 
junior, $5. 

Those favoring an increase were 
afraid that the revenue from dis¬ 
count removal and money from 
new members may not provide suf¬ 
ficient money to set up reserves 
for future needs, as well as cover 
current expenses. 

To give members a look at things 
to come, a film of the 1959 Cana¬ 
dian Open Golf Tournament was 
shown and the summer colors, 
green grass and foliage did much 
to increase the agitation of the 
many impatient viewers, but did 
nothing towards removing the six- 
inches of snow and zero tempera¬ 
tures outside. 

Champion Farmer,

At all clinics, Polio Vaccination will 
be given to all persons wishing it. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis.

RESULTS OF 
C0MINC0 
DEMONSTRATION 
FARMS ARE 
ANNOUNCED 


During the past season, five Alberta farmers worked 
closely with Cominco District Supervisors in carrying out 
field scale demonstrations with Elephant Brand fertilizers. 
The results of this demonstration work using recommended 
application rates on cereals, hayland and grass seed crops 
are summarized below.
